Lonpon, May 24.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Discussion of the 
Irish Local Government Bill was re- 
sumed today in the Commons. 

Gladstone spoke at great length. He 
said the House wasina singular posi- 
tion discussing a bill which it was im- 
probable would be proceeded with. In 
1886 Chamberlain and Lord Hartington 
promised Ireland everything short of 
an independent parliament. Now all 
these promises are dissolved in the 


present meager bill, which stamps Ire-. 


land with inequality as compared with 
England and Scotland, and falsifies the 
miserable relics of the solemn pledge 
by which the present majority was ob- 
tained by the government in 1886. 

Lord Salisbury’s recent language dis- 
tinctly encouraged civil war. Definite 
explanations ought to be given whether 
the cabinet is generally of the same 
opinion as the Premier. Did the min- 
isters believe, asked Gladstone, that 
the people of Ulster would rebel against 
the decision of Parliament, or that the 
employment of the powers of the Crown 


to suppress such rebellion would be

cials proceeded to Tia Juana to make 
their investigation. 

‘ Telegrams have been sent by District 
Attorney Jones to the United States 
Attorney-General at Washington and 
tothe Attorney-Generai of California 
explaining the cause of the difficulty. 
A formal communication was also for- 
warded to the Mexican Consul, Sefior 
A. V. Lomely of this city, requesting 
that the Mexican authorities take cog- 
nizance of the affair. 

In this letter Mr. Jomes rehearsed 
the cause of the difficulty and expressed

The trial of the case against Dr. B. F 
Bragg, charged with the forgery of a 
public record, was resumed for the 
tixth time yesterday morning, and oc- 
zupied thé attention of Judge Smith 
inda jury in Department One all day. 

Deputy District Attorney Phibbs was 
the first witness called by the prosecn- 
tion, but he merely testified to having 
seen Vejar sign his name to a number 
of pieces Of paper filed as exhibits in 
she early part of the case. 

The cross-examination of Henry Vejar 
was then resumed bythe defendant’s 
counsel, and at its close, A. F. Morlan, 
asearcher of records, testified to hav- 
ing made an abstract of the title to the 
poet at Bragg’s request, in January 

t. An order-written by Bragg, au- 
thorizing him to doso, wasshown to 
and identified by the witness. He 
called Bragg’s attention to the fact that 
the record did not show that Vejar had 
signed the deed; whereupon Bragg 
produced the deed with Vejar’s signa- 
ture attached and said the record was 
erroneous. 

Horace H. Appel, Esq., took the 
stand, and stated that while he was 

showing the withess the order referred 
to above he heard Bragg admit that 
it was his order. 

Manuel Cota was called and swore 
that he alone executed the deed to Bal- 
vedina de Abila. Bragg subsequently 
orought him a paper to sign, which he 
afterward learned to be an affidavit to 
the effect that Vejar’s name was 
omitted from the deed by mistake, but 
he did not know the nature of the in- 
strument at the time of signing it. 

After the yoon recess, and at the 
close of Cota’s cross-examination, Pat- 
ricio Abila was called for the purpose 
of showing that his mother, Balvedina 
de Abila was dead. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion, and at 8:80 o’clock John Roberts, 
Esq., the first witness for the defense, 
was called, the Court having peremp- 
torily refused to adjourn, so that de- 


fen dant's counsel might have an oppor- 


» tunity of repairing damages before re- 
newing hostilities. He testified to the 
effect that Brage came to his office and 
dictated an affidavit to his typewriter 
from a copy written in pencil, and a 
few days later returned with Cota with 
the affidavit already subscribed, signed 
and sworn to, which was then read 
over to Cota; at his request.

The Parasites. 

Tus Australian parasites which Mr. 
Koebele has thus far sent here to prey 
upon the red scale have been a dis- 
appointment. This is due to the fact 
that most of them have died on the 
journey. The very few that came 
through alive have not propagated and 
multiplied in a way that promises re- 
lief to the fruit-growers. They eat the 
scale, but there are not enough of 
them to overrun the orchards and ex- 
terminate the pests. Either the few 
bugs now here are not strong enough 
or properly assorted to form a colony, 
or they are not adapted to the Cali- 
fornia climate. We would like to see 
the experiment tried of bringing a 
strong colony here together, and then, 
if they fail to fill the bill, we will know 
that the best thing to do will be to look 
for some other kind of a parasite. 
Even at the expense of sending a spe- 
cial messenger to care for them on 
the journey, the new ladybirds ‘ought 
to be brought here in force and given a 
fair trial. 


We are in receipt of a copy of the 
first annual report of the Humane So- 
ciety of Minneapolis, Minn., which 
shows that the organization is in vigor- 
ous working order and has accomplished 
agreat dealof good within the past 
year. A special agent is employed by 
the society at a salary of $100 a month, 
and he is constantly employed, and no 
doubt earns hismoney. He reports 590 
complaints investigated. Forty-two 
children were rescued from cruel and 


homes, and forty-four others were re- 
lieved from various forms of abuse and 
neglect. A large number of animals 
were also bettered in their conditions.

It Comes Before -the Assembly 
at Portland, Or.

{The Minority Holds That the Appeal 


Cannot Be Considered. 


Doings of Other Religious Bodies—Lively 
Time in the Methodist Conference 
Over Prohibition — African 
Methodists to Unite.

At the morning ses- 
sion of the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly the report of theCommittee on 
Home Missions was read and discussed. 


Amendment to the Federal Constitution 
reported indorsing the amendment now 
pending in the House of Representa- 
tives, which provides that no money 
raised by taxation shall be appropriated 
for the support of any religious or sec- 
tarian purpose. 

The Committee on Aid for Colleges 
and Academies reported that a total of 
6145,000 has been received for that 
purposé. In 15 colleges and 21 acad- 
emies there are now 175 candidates for 
the ministry. 

The report o: the Judiciary Commit- 
tee on the appeal in the case of the trial 
of Dr Briggs for heresy was read and. 
will be acted upon tomorrow. The re- 
port was read by Chairman Smith and 
begins: The Presbyterian Church, 
“against Dr. A. Briggs—appeal from the 
8 of the Presbytery of New

The report finds that the Committee 
on Prosecution had a right to appeal 
from the final judgment of the Presby- 
tery in dismissing the case; that the ap- 
peal has heen filed according to sec- 
tions 96 and 97 of the Book of Discip- 
line and is in order.

Young People, Prohibition and Politics 
Make the Session Lively. 

Omana, May 24.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Bishop Hurst presided at this 
morning’s session of the Methodist con- 
ference. The Committee on Judiciary 
reached the conclusion that the word 
‘‘laymen’”’ in the discipline, where it 
provides for lay representation, does 
not include women. 

After a sharp discussion the confer- 


League to have its own special sec-

It was decided to encourage the 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor and other such organizations 
to reorganize as branches of the Ep- 
worth League in order to make the lat- 
ter the only young people’s society of 
the church. 

This action, however, was somewhat 
modified later on demand of thé friends 
of the Young People’s Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, who wanted the work of 
the young followers of the church recog- 
nized, The announcement was made 
that Rev. G. A. Reeder, of the East 
Ohio Conference, had given $10,000 
to assist in the erection of Methodist 
headquarters in the city of Rome, and 
caused great enthusiasm. After further 
action on the rules to govern the Ep- 
worth League, Dr. J. F. Berry was 
chosen editor of the Epworth Herald. 

The report of the Committee on Itin- 
eracy, recommending the abolishment 
of the five-year limit on pastorates, was 
taken up, and, after a long and spirited’ 
debate, the conference adopted the 
minority report, which recommendéd 
the retention of the time limit. 

At the afternoon session the Commit- 
tee on Temperance reported with a vig- 
orous statement of the well-known at- 
titude of the Methodist Church toward 
the liquor traffic, which was denounced 
as full of diabolicism.’’ The report 
declared that the church will accept no 
compromise; the liquor business must 
surrender. In conclusion the report 
said that no party had aright tothe 
support of Christian men so long asthat 
party favored the license system. 

Judge Lawrence offered a substitute 
stating that the church did not propose 
to take partin politics and every man 
had a right to vote as he pleased. He 
‘held that the report of the committee 
was cunningly worded so as to commit 
the church to the support of the Prohi- 
bition or the third party indirectly and 
atthe same time hit the Republican 
party a smash in the same cunning way. 
In conclusion he said: ‘‘The Methodist 
Episcopal Church cannot afford to in- 
dorse the. Prohibition party or any other 
political party.“ [Great applause. ]

tee began to grow anxious about the 
fate of the report.

ALL MYSTERY. 
The Crandall mystery has received 
more attention from the press than any 
event that has ocqurred for years past. 
Thousands of columns have been writ- 
ten and all kinds of theories have been 
advanced and almost every detective of 
prominence in the United States has 
given the matter more or less attention. 
but it has been left to Los Angeles and 
her able police department to clear up 
the mystery of the grand old Niagara 
Falls. 


But to the story in hand. From 1880 

to 1886 Bryant B. Crandall was a suc- 

cessful oil dealer in Buffalo, N. Y. He 
was supposed to be wealthy and counted 

his friends by the score. He was a 

great secret society man and belonged 

to more clubs than any man in Buffalo. 

He married a popular society belle and 

in due course of time three children 

were born to the happy couple. 

Mr. and Mrs. Crandall were leaders 
in all social events, and as Mr. Cran- 

dall was.a.most.successful business man, 

his advice was sought on all sides. In. 
fact, no one ventured in any kind of 

business without first asking his advice. 

He was known for miles around Buffalo, 
and when it was learned that he had 

met with a shocking death hundreds of 
people mourned as if they had lost a be- 

loved member of their own family. 
His romantic death came about in this 
manner: 

| MANNER OF HIS DEATH. 

On the morning of the lst day of 
April, 1886, the sun rose bright and 
smiling. There was not a cloud in 
sight, and a more perfect ee had not 
visited the city for months. r. Cran- 
dall was up almost as early as Old Sol, 
and when he met his happy little fam- 
ily at the breakfast table he was in the 
best of spirits, and for three-quarters of 
an hour he chatted merrily with his 
pretty wife and caressed his babies as 
he never did before. 

As his wife put it before the coron- 
er's jury a few hours later he seemed 
to be under some great mental strain 
and to cover his real feelings he put on 
a bold fron* in his effort to make me be- 
lieve that he was never happier in his 
lite.“ 

After kissing his wife and babies 
good-by, he hurried from the house 
and they have not seen him since. He 
met a number of his friends down town, 
and they all remarked that he was 
lighter of heart than usual but nothing 
was thought of his merry conduct until 
some days later when his name was on 
the lips of every one. 

He remained at his place of busi- 
ness but a short time when he hur- 
ried away and was never again seen by 


way to a point on the river, and after 
selecting a quiet spot out of sight of the 
public, he coolly removed his coat and 
hat and plunged into the ice-like water. 
A few hours later some boys found the 
nat and coat and gave the alarm. 

It is not uncommon for people bent on 
self-destruction to adopt this plan, and 
had it not been forthe fact that Cran- 
dall’s name was in his hat the matter 
would have been disposed of witha 
couple of lines in the newspapers; but 
when the officers learned who the sup- 
posed suicide was they determined to 
recover the body if possible. 

Crandall’s friends were notified at 
once, and in a few hours search parties 
were sent out below the falls, and for 
days and nights a close watch was kept 
on the river for several miles below thc 
falls. Finally the body was recovered, 
and was positively identified not only 
by the sorrowing wife but also by a 
number of Crandall’s most intimate 
friends. 

At that time he was about 45 years of 
age, 5 feet 9 inches, weight about 175 
pounds, complexion light, bu: not 
blonde; eyes blue, with pleasant ex- 
pression; hair light-brown slightly 
mixed. with gray, quite gray on temples; 
almost bald on the crown of head; hair 
lower in the middle of the forehead 
than on the sides; head very large, 
measuring fully 24 inches and requires 
a hat at least No. 7}¢; Roman nose, 
with the bridge high up toward the 
eyes; nose had been broken when a boy 
and is turned slightly to one side; figure 
closely knit and shoulders slightly 
stooped; hands not large, fingers short; 
wore a No. 9 boot; had an abnormally 
high instep on the right foot, owing to 
a severe cut with an ax lengthwise of 
the foot through the instep, the whole

Not} 
only that, but the insurance people em- 
ployed the best detective ability in the 
country, and anumber of men were ar- 
rested, but the “detectives were 
mistaken in each case and the men 
were released. | 

Only a few months ago a man was ar- 
rested inShasta county, but he turned 
out to be the wrong man. This arrest 
caused the companies to pull down the 
reward, as they got tired of having 
men arrested on suspicion all over the 
country. 

Some of the best detective ability in 
the United States have visited this city 
since 1887 and have spent much “time 
here, but in each case they had to go 
back empty-handed, and had it not 
been tor Chief Glass the mystery would 
never. have been cleared up, and he 
never would have succeeded had it not 
been for his secret photograph system 
that he has just completed, which 
makes it almost impossible for any 
criminal whose picture has been taken 
to come to Los Angeles and escape ar- 
rest. The chief’s secret is known to 
himself and two or three of his trusted 
detectives alone, and is the most thor- 
ough system in use today, and that is 
why some of the most noted captures 
of the age have been made in this city 
during the past few months. Only a 
few weeks ago the chief received a 
photograph of the dead manand a copy 
of the singular indictment. 

AT WORK ON THE CASE. — ; 

The Chief and Detective Moffett went 

to work on the case at once, and last 
Thursday afternoon they located Bryant 
B. Crandall in the county hospital. In- 
stead of bringing him to the city at 
once they. waited until midnight, when 
he was placed in a-closed carriage and 
hurried to the city prison, where he was 
searched in the Chief’s private office 
and secretly placed in one of the tanks, 
where he has been ever since. The 
capture was kept perfectly quiet for 
the reason that Crandallhas a number 
of influential friends in this city, who 
might have habeas corpused him out 
and run him over the Mexican line. 
The man has kept his mouth shut most 
of the time, but during the past few 
days hehas weakened and admitted that 
he and Bryant B. Crandail are one and 
the same person, but he will not tell 
how he secured the body of the man’ 
who resembles him in every particular, 
and he refuses to say whether he threw 
the body in the river above the falls. 

As soon as the chief arrested him at 

the county hospital a wonderful change 
came over him. For weeks he had 
been at the point of death to all ap- 
pearances, but when the Chief in- 
formed him what he was wanted fora 
complete change took place and in five 
minutes he wasin perfect health. 

Before he was placed in the cell he 

let drop a remark which convinced the 
chief that he would have a suicide on 
his hands if he did not keep a close 
watch on his prisoner, and a careful 
ofticer has kept a close guard over Cran- 
dall night and day since. In spite of 
these precautions Crandall has made 
several attempts at self-destruction, 
and if the officer who takes him back to 
Buffalo is not careful he will yet make. 
way with himself as he is determined 
not to be tried. 

CRANDALL’S MOVEMENTS IN LOS ANGELES. 

Crandall has made this city his head- 

quarters almost continuously since 
1887, but he has spent considerable 
time in the oil wells at Newhall, where 
he has run an engine and speculated in 
oil. 
He has known all the time that the 
detectives were after him, and even 
when Eastern officers were in the city 
he had them shadowed and knew every 
move, they made. When the reward 
was withdrawn he felt safer, and spent 
more time on the streets, but he was al- 
ways on the lookout, and for some 
months past he has been growing more 
and more nervous and finally his mind 
become so unsettled that he decided on 
going to the hospital. 

From his acts and the half demented 
manner in which he has carried himself 
for some time past the detectives are of 
the opinion that the unknown man who 
so strongly resembled him met with 
foul play and his body was thrown in 
the river. 

Atthe time of Crandall’s supposed 
death his business affairs were in a bad 
condition, and nothing-but ruin stared 
him in the face. He knew that if he 
held on much longer he would bea 
ruined man, and as he worshiped his 
wife and babies he made up his mind to 
insure his life for a large sum and then 
make way with himself and leave his 
family in comfortable circumstances. 

It is believed by the officers that when 
the scheme first entered his head he only 
intended to swindle the insurance com- 
panies, but when the time drew near

THE MYSTERY OF THE BODY. 
Where he secured the body of the un- 
known man, who was found in the river 
below the falls, is a mystery, and it 
will probably never be cleared up un- 
less Crandall confesses at his trial. He 
may have discovered his counterpart 
and then murdered him and that may 
account for his strange conduct on the 
morning of his disappearance. — 
His conduct during the last few 
months shows that there is something 
greater tuan the robbery of an insur- 
ance company on his mind, and his 
great desire to dommit suicide now 
goes to prove that he has a holy terror 
of going back to stand trial. * 
He knows that the positive proof 
that he is alive may bring to the 
front the friends or family of 
the unfortunate man wha lost 
his life in the falls on the morning of 
the Ist of April, 1886. Such a state of 
affairs might unearth the whole mys- 
tery and send Crandall to the gallows 
for murder. 

It is not known whether he has com- 
municated with his wife since he left 
her on that fatal morning or not. If he 
has not he has never received a cent of 
the insurance money. At any rate she 
has remained in Buffalo ever since with 
her children and has never made an at- 
tempt to follow him out here. Of 
course she has been aware all the time 
that the insurance company’s detect- 
ives have -shadowed her and that has 
kept her from joining her husband if 
she has known that he is alive, but she 
could have corresponded with him un- 
der assumed names. | 

His effects. have Been searched, but 
nothing by which he can be identified 
with his old life in Buffalo could be 
tound. If he left home with pictures of 
his wife and children he has destroved 


from his wife since he has been in Los 
Angeles, he has made way with them as 
fast as they were received. There is 
nothing in his baggage to show that he 
has corresponded with his family in any 
way whatever. 

If the detective’s theory is true, and 
it seemis to be plausible, the man must 
have lived a terrible life since that 
bright morning on the banks of the 
great falls. The cries of his victim as 
they mingled with the roar of the 
mighty waters must have been with him 
many a night as he lay awake expecting 
the officers to rush in on him any mo- 
ment. 

The man’s face shows that he has

Last April, it will be remembered, Presi} 
dent Eliot, of Harvard University, and a 
distinguished party of friends made a trip 
up Mt. Wilson, a full account of which was 
published in Tu Timms the day following. 
In the Boston Evening Transcript of May 
16 is an article from the pen of Dr.A. E. 
Winship, a ndted educator of that city and 
Mo contstituted one of the party on The 
Jhristening of Mt. Harvard“ which was 


one ot the particular features of the trip. 


The article opens thus: The 7th of 
April last wasa perfect day in a climate 
that rarely knows aught but perfect days, 
and Pasadena, the climate queen of Amer- 
ica. was in her loveliest rose attire, Mr. 
Walter Raymond of the world-famed ex- 
cursion experts—Raymond & Whitcomb— 
and proprielor of The Raymond, the hotel 
preéminent of the Coast, had invited ten of 
us to 9 luxury of a two days’ out- 
ing with President C. W. Eliot and himself 
upon Mt. Wilson.” 

After making flattering mention of the 
personnel of the party and doing justice to 
the ascent, the writer continues: “It was 
near the sunset hour when we alighted at 
Martin’s Camp, the summit abode of the 
tourists. Without ceremony we turned 
our animals over to the tender mercies of 
the mountain boys and climbed, scrambled 
and pulled ourselves up over the rocks and 
along the hog-back isthmus that connects 
Wilson’s Peak with the most isolated 


height in the range, standing like a pio- 


aeer sentinel of the Sierra Madres. Out of 


breath, with limp linen and nerveless | 


knees, we fell upon the rocks At the sum- 
mit just as the sun in his semi-tropical 
glory gavethe night-robed mountains his 
retiring salutation. 

It was as inspiring a moment as I have 
ever experienced in mountain- climbing. 
president Eliot vas upon the outmost point. 
reaching for the last ray that the distant 
wavelike horizon sent to our lofty pinnacle. 
This was the spot from which the Harvard 
experts had hoped to secure their famous 
zelescopic photographs of the transit of 
Venus, but found it then impossible to es- 
Ablish a station there; but now Jude H. 
W. Magee and Clarence S. Martin have 
gained ession of the whole vicinage and 
have teridered Harvard College the entire 
summit and approaches—ten acres— if she 
will make it her Coast observatory, for 
which she already has a liberal endowment. 
Turning from the sunset, with the famous 
Harvard cheer and appropriate ceremony, 
with the consent of the owners and the 
rratitude of Mr. Eliot, the place was appro- 
priately christened Mt. Harvard. A record 
was duly made, and the irridescent glory of 
the twilight added its benediction.”

| The Pioneers. 


One of the Original Founders of 


A Disgusting Sight Witnessed on the 
Streets. | 


Three Young Girls In a Beastly State of 
_ Intoxtcation—Slight Earthquake at 
Riverside—Old Man Meek Put 
in Jail as Insane. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 


| “Yesterday David Seeley, one of the pio- 


neers, died in this city aged 72 years. He 
was born in Canada, October 12,1819. He 
crossed the plains in 1846, and was one of 
the committee sent by the Mormons in 
1850 to establish a colony in this place, 
and was one of the founders of San Bernar- 
dino, as he brought his family with him at 
that time. When San Bernardino county 
was formed in 1853 by the division of 
Angeles county, he, with John Brown, Sr., 
H. G. Sherwood and Isaac Williama, were 
appointed a committee by the State Legis- 
lature to establish precincts and conduct 
the first county elections. All of the mem- 
bers of this committee have gone before, 
except John Brown. Mr. Seeley, the first 
County Treasurer. was for several terms 
one of the County Supervisors, and had 
always been active in public enterprises. 
He built the first sawmillinthe county in 
the mountains north of this city, urged the 
building of the first County Courthouse and 
the large city pavilion. At the time of his 
death he was vice-president of the San Ber- 
nardino County Society of California Pio- 
neers. His wife, twosons and four daugh- 
ters survive him. He had been ailing for 
several yeirs, and du:.ng the year last 
past dec'ined constantly to the end. One 
of his last requests was thatthe funeral 
should he conducted by the Pioneers, and it 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock. from his late residence, corner of 
C and Sixth streets.
